HORSES COME FROM EVERYWHERE 


The public, and horsemen most especially, are dispossessing themselves 
of some notions and at the same time are investigating claims to the cloak of 
superiority of any particular section or country in certain aspects of the 
horse. Perhaps this has been occasioned in part by Lawrin, the Kansan, 
winning this year’s Kentucky Derby and Pasteurized, the Virginian, winning 
the Belmont. Yet Stagehand, winner of both the Santa Anita Derby and 
Handicap, and Flares will be kept in mind for a long time. Without possible 
question, Flares has added a leaf to the crown of the American Thorough- 
bred in winning the Ascot Gold Cup. Americans are proud of Battleship’s 
victory in the Grand National at Aintree, and of Blockade, in the Maryland 
Cup. In addition to Stagehand and Flares, Battleship, Blockade, War Ad- 
miral and Sea Biscuit were foaled in Kentucky. However, it is true that 
good horses come from nearly everywhere. Spokane, from Montana, El- 
wood from Missouri, and Morvich from California won the Kentucky Derby. 
California is credited with Africander, Waterboy, Rubio, Yo Tambien, Amer- 
icus, etc; Ogden matured in Montana; Sun Beau, Gallant Knight and Rose- 
mont came from Virginia; Tred Avon, Springsteel, and Chase Me were pro- 
ducts of Maryland; Cavaleade was raised in New Jersey; while Iroquois and, 
most recently, High Fleet, Station, and Jack High, hailed from Pennsylvania. 

No one individual, no one country or section of a country has a corner 
on this elusive but fascinating business of raising horses. Texas and Okla- 
homa have first class nurseries and before long will give added weight to 
Great horses will again emerge from California, too. Good 
blood-stock is essential anywhere. Breeders will continue to improve blood- 
stock, importing where necessary. And the day may not be far off when the 
British will go a greater distance than just across the narrow English Chan- 
nel to secure the necessary steel with which they may fortify their home- 
breds. Would it be rash to suggest a dash of Fair Play or say, Gallant Fox, 
along with some good French blood? 
races in England are developing into contests between English 
horses listed in Prior’s Half Bred Stud Book and American and other for- 
eign horses ineligible for the General Stud Book. These horses may prove 
to be the elite after all, even in the minds of the English Jockey Club and 
the Messrs. Wetherby, the owners of the General Stud Book, as well. Any- 
way, this is entirely a problem for the British and of no moment here. So 
long as the blood passed down by the old-fashioned American mare remains 
available the American Thoroughbred will be a good horse, for American 
breeders have shown that where considered advisable they are not averse to 
importing horses from any country to mix with this blood. Gallant Fox and 
Stagehand are examples of such breeding. But it is emphasized that Amer- 
ican sires have no superior, horse for horse. 

While in 1938 the Grand National, the Epsom Derby and *‘:e Ascot Gold 
Cup were each won by other than English horses, two of whi » ineligible 
to the English Stud Book, it should be said that this may be 2n exceptional 
year and we should not draw a conclusion that may lead us into over-confi- 
Battleship is the first American born and, at the same time, Ameri- 
can owned horse that has won at Aintree. Flares is the first American horse 
to win the Ascot Gold Cup in nearly sixty years. Americans should be en- 
couraged and hope for a continued improvement in the Thoroughbred. Cer-

Along with the breeders of the North who are marching under the victorious 
banner are welcomed those of Argentine and Chile, who imported a quantity 
of our mares after the Jersey Act came into being about thirty years ago. 
The ink was barely drying on this article when an insertion becomes in 


order. It seems that the “Old Fashioned Mare” has put on her ‘‘Grey Bon- 
net’ and is leading the charge confirming what had been written already. 


There is no need for the command, “Dress up, on the right, the center, the 
left.” The alignment is a perfect one on all fronts as the advance surges 
forward. 

On July 12th, the Prix du Jockey Club (French Derby) was won by 
Cillas. And who is Cillas? The best French two-year-old of last year. His 
sire is Tourbillon (by Ksar) whose dam is Durban by *Durbar, the last an 
English Derby winner barred from the General Stud Book because of his 
American ingredients Cillas’ dam was Orlando (by Craig an Eran) and 
other dams are *Frizelle (by *Durbar again), Frizette (by Hamburg) etc. 
Therefore, Cillas cannot deny his Hanover connection if this good horse had 
any such disposition. 

Nor is this all! Bois Roussell, fresh from his triumph in the Epsom 
Derby on June Ist, placed third in the Grand Prix de Paris, the great inter- 
national race of the continent on June 26th. And who won this race! 
Nearco, the best Italian two-year old of 1937, and winner of the 1938, Ital- 
ian Derby. And Nearco’s antecedents! He is by Pharos from Nogara by 
Haversac If (by Rabelais). His second dam was Catnip by Spearmint, which 
is rather good within itself. Is that all! By no means. His next dam was 
Sibola by *Sailor Prince, then his dams were Saluda by *Mortemer, Perfec- 
tion by *Leamington—and if mare of the skeleton (remote, but present) is 
to be displayed, Maiden by Lexington must be acknowledged to come next. 

What about all of this? Anything happen? Nearco has been purchased, 
and he is to go to England. Does that mean the English are catching on? 
Yes! To be just( however, it should be said that the Jersey Act is not uni- 
versally subscribed to by English horsemen! 

Perhaps, as one of our writers recently remarked, the next generation 
may possibly furnish a more progressive membership in the English Jockey 
Club. At present, there is little expectation that the Jersey Act will be res- 
cinded. As far as the English breeder is concerned, the example of Sir Mar- 
tin, bred similar to Orby, but whose antecedents were not in the ‘‘book”’ and, 
in consegeunce, not patronized over there, has prevented the standing of 
horses not eligible for this stud book. In accepting Nearco they are dupli- 
eating what was done in the case of Orby, for like Orby, Nearco’s forbears 
are registered there. However, in view of the remarkable records of horses 
of American blood in England’s best races, it will be surprising if the out- 
come is not an eventual mid rebellion by the English breeders themselves, 
who will ignore the General Stud Book and accept registration in their half- 
bred stud book as the proof of a weil-bred horse. The situation will compel 
its own solution. 

When indulgence is begged, experienced observers refrain from being too 
critical on an expression of opinion such as this writer has hazarded. But 


in breeding calculations and endeavor to avoid classification of themselves 
in a pathetic group who prophesy or diagnose with assurance. While they 
may gaze in “The Crystal Ball of Hind Sight’? and use it as a guide in the 
general trend, they usually refrain from taking a too hasty and inadequate 
glance and saying “I told you so’. These observers know that foals seldom 
arrive in accordance with specifications or perform up to expectations and 
that definite prognostication may serve to confuse and mislead. It is indeed 
fortunate that breeding and racing thrive on uncertainty and challenge, else 
a Daniel himself might conceivably precipitate a calamity. Such things 
happen with sufficient frequency aayway and so “‘saves David’s face.’”’ 

Mr. Charles Brossman, whose column in The Thoroughbred Record 
should appear in every paper in the country, recently wrote, “Propaganda 
and palaver do not produce race horses. Races still continue to be the su- 
preme test for improvement of the breed.’”’ This admonition was intended 
primarily for the British. It will be well for us to remember, too. 

THE EASTERN BREEDING SITUATION 

Actually, when one comes to analyze the eastern situation, Delaware, 
Maryland, New Jersey, Pennsylvania and Virginia embrace a territory not 
insignificant in extent nor deficient in production of good horses. The early 
chapters in the history of the Thoroughbred in America are a record estab- 
lished in the states named above and, perhaps, the Carolinas. Fearnought, 
Diomed, Selima, Sir Archy, foundation names in the American Stud Book, all 
passed their last days within a few hours’ drive of Washington. Such horses 
have yielded descendants, some of which, like their masters, migrated to 
other parts of the country, particularly westward to Kentucky. Yet it is 
only necessary to mention a few names of Eastern bred horses which are 
familiar to the race-going public to cause a realization that ‘‘gold is still to 
be found” in the Eastern and Southern areas. The Porter, Sun Beau, Chase 
Me, Tred Avon, Reigh Count, Cavalcade, and Gallant Knight certainly de- 
serve to be classed in the most select company. More recently, there are 
tosemont, Tep Row, Time Supply, and Aneroid. Others are Nedayr, Sun 
Teddy, Columbiana, Esposa, Goldy F., Chase Ace, Air Flame, Legal Light, 
Sun Egret, High Fleet, Thanksgiving, Donita M., Pasteurized and Butter.

II, the last in service at Audley Farm and perhaps destined like his brothers 
to become one of the great contributions of this illustrious branch. Plucky 
Liege is dam of these three brothers and, also in France, produced to other 
stallions Admiral Drake and Bois Roussell, the last the winner of the 1938 
Epsom Derby. The blood of this wonder mare will be in large demand for 
years to come. Consequently, great expectations are held for Granville, by 
Gallant Fox, who carries the blood both of Teddy and Plucky Liege and who 
has taken over Teddy’s court at Kentmere. ‘ 

Ksar, also recently dead, was one of the noted race horses of France 
and a leading sire in his native country. His duties in the stud at Montanna 
Hall have been passed on to Belfonds, like Ksar, a sire of stayers and also a 
French importation and one of the most perfect grays in this country. Over 
in Maryland at Holly Beach is Kantar, yet another French horse, successful 
at stud there and whose get in America give great promise as to their future 
worth. Kantar is sire of Victrix, the great handicap horse of France. 

Without attempt at an order of merit or mention of location of sires in 
Virginia and Maryland, there are Sun Briar, sire of Sun Beau, Firethorn, 
Pompey, Sun Egret, etc., the first named being the sire of Impound; Time 
Maker, sire of the game but unfortunate Time Supply; Bright Knight, best 
known through his superb son, Gallant Knight, and his daughters, Fair 
Knightess, and Her Grace; Discovery, one of the later wonder race horses 
and who stands alongside of Identify; Happy Time, who sires horses of early 
speed; Canter, a great race horse himself and who is doing well in the pad- 
dock; Neddie, who is gaining favor each year; Petee Wrack, a half brother 
to Gallant Fox and sire of Columbiana; Pompey, fresh in the mind through 
the performances of his son, Pompoon, who will retire to stud duty in 
Maryland; Cavalcade and Psychic Bid, who graced the winner’s circle so of- 
ten; Gino, a beautiful imported gray, who has already given notice of his 
worth as the sire of Galley Slave, the holder of the world’s record for % 
mile, established this spring; Challenger II, a well bred Swynford horse; 
Charing Cross; Lancegaye; Grey Coat; Action; Jean Bart; Swashbuckler; 
Trace Call; Ned Reigh; Alfred The Great; Hilltown; Ladkin; Sun Circle; 
Blenheim (not to be confused with Blenheim II); Theatrical; Golden Pine; 
Strolling Player; Mowlee; J. Fred A.; Wave On; Crack Brigade; Scotch 
Broom; Dunlin; Forty Winks; Jean II; Battleship; Glastonburg; Valor- 
ous; Athelstar If; Happy Argo; High Strung—many young, some proven, all 
promising. Then there is Milkman, sire of Pasteurized. 

VIRGINIA AND MARYLAND YEARLINGS 

In August of each year, Saratoga Springs, New York, is the mecca for 
horsemen. Here one may determine at the yearling sales how incorrectly he 
estimated the price expected to be brought by an individual. 

Very probably few Ksar yearlings will be offered for sale at Saratoga or 
elsewhere. There is a demand for his get which practically eliminates the 
necessity for a public sale, if, indeed, the owners of some yearlings will sell 
at all. However, it may be that Mr. Lipscomb will send two Ksayr colts to 
Saratoga, Audley Farm may sell one privately, the Herring Brothers may 
include a filly in their always choice consignment, and Kentmere will include 
two fillies by Ksar. 

David N. Rust, Jr., has about a half dozen good yearlings by Time 
Maker pointed for Saratoga and one, especially out of Karelia, will bring a 
= price. Time Maker’s most recent contribution is the good filly, Heather 

ime. 

Due to the death of Admiral Grayson, the future of the Blue Ridge Stud 
is not entirely certain. Several yearlings will be sent to Saratoga. War 
Feathers, dam of War Magic and War Minstrel, is a product of this nursery. 

(Editor’s Note: Mrs. Cary Grayson and her sons will carry on with 
Blue Ridge Stud, keeping the many splendid finely selected matrons, the 
choice of the late Admiral’s, and stallions: Happy Argo, By Pass II, and 
Broker's Tip). 

A farm which has been successful is discontinuing operations—this is 
Burrland, owned by William Zeigler and managed most capably by Colonel 
Milton McCoy. Everything excepting Esposa and certain other horses in 
training are for sale privately. These animals include some twenty-odd 
brood mares, some in foal and some with foal at foot, a majority by differ- 
ent good outside sires, and around twelve good yearlings, mostly by the

for the acquisition of blood-stock which many breeders will embrace. 

Governor Davis will include some Lucullite and Wise Counsellor yearl- 
ings in his Saratoga consignment. 

Audley Farm in all probability will continue its policy of disposing of 
its yearlings privately but may send some select ones to the Fall Sales at 
Pimlico. Mr. B. B. Jones, the genial master of Audley, and Mr. W. S. Kil- 
mer, successful at Court Manor, have numbers of valuable mares of out- 
standing bloodlines in their hands. Court Manor will, as usual, have a large 
number of yearlings at Saratoga. Bred as they are and raised as they are, 
these yearlings will bring good prices. It is expected that the yearlings will 
in the main be by the Kilmer stallions—Gino, Sun Briar, Sun Beau, Neddie 
and, maybe, Hilltown. It will be recalled that Impound and Galley Slave 
were in the 1937 consignment. 

Certainly Mr. Hancock will incude yearlings by The Scout and Pompey 
in his lot; a few by Petee Wrack may be available, consigned by different 
breeders; Morven Stud and Nydrie Stud can be counted upon to have excel- 
lent individuals with good bloodlines, mainly being by Pempey, Gallant Fox 
and Sir Gallahad III. 

In Mr. Gilpin’s offering this year will go the iast crop of Teddy yearl- 
ings, and no doubt breeders will be prominent in the bidding. His consign- 
ment will consist of 9, of which 5 are fillies, two being by Ksar. Breeders 
will not pass this opportunity to secure the blood of Ksar and, the record of 
Teddy mares as matrons being well known, assures a demand for them. It 
will not be surprising if there are bids by representatives of foreign coun- 
tries on Teddy and Ksar yearlings, both fillies and colts. Perhaps the out- 
standing individual in the Kentmere lot is the Teddy colt out of Comical 2nd, 
but the sister to Sun Teddy (out of Sunmelia) and the daughter of Nan- 
tokah will be in great demand. 

Progress in breeding horses in Maryland during the last few years is 
worthy of commendation. Racing there has always maintained its high 
standard and the Maryland Breeders’ Association are determined to set the 
same sort of pace in their department. For the student of conformation, a 
great opportunity is afforded if he should attend the Annual Yearling Show 
of Maryland-breds at Pimlico, sponsored by the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association, an organization efficiently directed by Mr. Chester Hockley and 
of which Mr. H. S. Finney is Field Secretary. 

The yearling show was on May 12th this year. That superior horseman, 
Mr. James Fitzsimons, who has developed such horses as Gallant Fox, Oma- 
ha and Granville, was the judge, as he has been since the inauguration of the 
contest. 

Some fifty-odd yearlings, nearly equally divided between colts and fil- 
lies, were on display this year and were graded on conformation. The re- 
sults indicate once again that blood-lines and conformation frequently march 
abreast. It is expected that the other necessary quality that goes to make a 
good horse, namely performance, will ‘‘thumb a ride” and disclose its pres- 
ence as the animals grow into maturity. 

The first four paces in the colt class were awarded: Ist by *Kantar 
from Anne Arundel by *Sir Greysteel; 2nd by *Kantar from Fair Advocate 
by Wise Counsellor (a half brother to Legal Light); 3rd by Ariel from Bode-

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BOXWOOD CUTTINGS. 
Looking in my garden note book, 
under reminders for August, I have 
underlined in red letters to start 
box cuttings this month, if I have 
not already done it in July. This is 
because each year, I intend to do it, 
and when the time comes, I just am 
plain lazy. This year, however, I 
have a new aid, in propagating, and, 
therefore, more incentive, so if any- 
one is interested in starting box 
cuttings they may also be interested 
in the chemical known as ‘“Hor- 

modin.”’ 
Hormodin is 
Merch & Co., 
and has been on 


a solution made by 
Rahway, New Jersey 
the market for 
nearly two years, so that its value 
has been thoroughly’ tested, and 
there is no doubt that in the case of 
starting boxwood, it is a great help. 
Cuttings taken and rooted in sand, 
which ordinarily take a year, will 
take half that time or less, to say 
nothing of the roots being larger and 
stronger when Hormodin is used. 

This solution varied strength 
may be used to start nearly every 
type of piant, but I am _ going to 
stick only to boxwood, as it is one 
of the easiest shrubs to root, to say 
nothing of my knowing very little 
of the complexities of other plants. 

The reason that this is the best 
time of year for starting box, is that 
the new growth has already begun 
to harden and is no longer limp, and 
secondly, the plants benefit by the 
warm weather as long as they are 
kept moist. In using Hormodin, I 
hope to have roots by Christmas, 
and, therefore, avoid a lot of failure 
which ordinarily occurs by the 
ground heaving with frosts and 
thaws. 

There are two methods of taking 
box cuttings, one is by breaking a 
piece off near a joint, and thereby 
leaving a bit of slanting wood known 
as a heel. The second method is by 
cutting a piece with a knife. In both 
cases, do not take a piece over four 
inches long. Some people think they 
are going to get an extra jump. on 
things by having a large cutting, but 
they don’t for they won’t do half as 
well and usually die.

After you have taken many 
cuttings as you want, (the smallest 
bottle of Hormodin treats five hun- 
dred) strip the bottom part of its 
leaves for about an inch and a half. 
Tie them in small bundles of ten 
(this makes it easier to handle) and 
then soak immediately in the solut- 
ion for 24 hours. The directions for 
mixing the solution come with each 
bottle. One thing it does not say and 
is very important, be sure and 
that all the stem that has been in 
the solution is underground when 
you plant, as the coming in 
contact with the treated stem, causes 
it to rot. 

As soon as I pick my cuttings, I 
keep them in water, never letting 
them wilt. The bed that you plant 
them in should be a cold frame fil- 
led with 3 to 4 inches of sand and 
soaked and tamped very hard 
fore it is used. No furrows are made. 
I just stick each cutting in and if 
the ground is tamped hard enough, 
it will save all the pressing which is 
so tiring to do and you keep each 
cutting air tight.

Nearly two hundred years ago, a young Virginian rose before a Virginia 
give me death.

Month’s Summary Of Virginia Bred Winnings To- 
tals New High Of $148,172 With Espino 
Second To Neddie 


In the past month of July, which witnessed some 146 victories turned in 
at the nation’s tracks by the progeny of Virginia sires, a new high in monthly 
totals since the beginning of the year was reached with $148,172 accrued. 
At the top of the Chronicle’s list of money-winning sires for July stands 
Neddie, Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s 12-year-old son of Colin—Black Flag, whose 
son Nedayr flying the Court Manor colors, garnered $27,500 with his recent 
triumph in the Arlington Classic Stakes. In addition to this oustanding 3- 
year-old’s performance, others of Neddie’s get to contribute their winnings 
last month were the 22-year-old Black Daisy from Oriental Stable, the 3-year- 
olds Goldkin of Mrs. F. Howard, Mrs. J. MceGraw’s Dinner Jacket, Joseph 
3rooks’ Neds Lady, and the 4-year-old Veiled Lady from the stable of W. A. 
Jones, thus bringing the total to $31,100. 

Second on the list is the Middleburg horse, Espino of William Zeigler, jr.’s 
whose daughter Esposa with her one victory in the Butler Handicap at Em- 
pire City added $19,400 to her earnings. David ‘N. Rust, jr.’s Time Maker 
is third, the 2-year-old filly Heather Time of A. E. Silver’s having won the 
Mayflower Stakes at Suffolk Downs and the Salem at Rockingham Park, 
while another 2-year-old Timetta, the 3-year-old Retlaw and the 4-year-old 
Blue King with their winnings brought their sire’s total up to $12,615. 
Pilate, who stands at A. S. Hewitt’s Montana Hall, also has 2-year-old 
stake winner in the colt Eight Thirty of George Widener’s whose victories 
in the Christiana Stakes at Delaware Park and the Saratoga Flash Stakes, 
coupled with that of another juvenile son Pontius, put his sire fourth on the 
list with a total of $11,475.

In the filly class, the selections were: Ist by Grey Coat by Aziz by Tro- 
jan; 2nd by Balko from Astralobe by *Sir Gallahad III; 3rd by Bud Lerner 
from Nettle by Fayette; 4th by Balko from Iristados by Lantados. 

The filly by Grey Coat, a beautiful roan, was judged the champion of 
the show. ; 

The excellence of the yearlings as to growth and condition were sub- 
jects of general acclaim. The interest shown by horsemen has led Maryland 
preeders to plan a home sale in the Fall at Pimlico with enthusiasm and 
confidence. Hence, many excellent yearlings will not be seen at Saratoga, 
some being held for the Pimlico Sale, some being retained for private sale or 
for racing by their owners. Only three Maryland farms will be represented 
at Saratoga. They are Belair, Holly Beach and Stadaconna. Among those 
peing shipped there are several individuals that will be in large demand. 
They have everything the buyer will demand—bloodlines, conformation and 
development. 

Stadaconna’s consignment will consist of four good colts and three good 
fillies. All of these excepting one are by either Balko or Brown Bud. There 
is an especially outstanding colt by Blue Larkspur, from Menthol by Grand 
Parade. The writer was present when Mr. and Mrs. Williams purchased 
him when a suckling from Idle Hour Farm and has been interested in the 
progress of his development. 

Holly Beach, in whose management Mrs. S. W. Labrot takes an enthus- 
iastic interest, has an excellent group ready for Saratoga. Among them is a 
fine colt by Hard Tack from a. Light Brigade mare but a majority are from 
the first crop in this country by Kantar. Special attention is directed to the 
yearlings out of the good mare Tred Avon, to the half brother of Springsteel 
and to the half brother of Boiling Point. 

In the lot from Belair are several well known colts by Sir Andrew and 
nearly a dozen fillies by various sires. Many not acquainted with Belair may 
be interested to know that its master, Mr. Wm. Woodward, maintains his 
mares and stallions at Clairborne Stud at Paris, Kentucky, and that his 
weanlings are brought from there to Belair Stud, where they grow into 
yearlings. No one today is as successful as Mr. Woodward in the produc- 
tion of handicap horses for use in events here or has derived the same satis- 
faction in competition in England. Two years ago, Omaha was barely de- 
feated by Quashed in the Ascot Gold Cup. This year his full brother, Flares, 
sired by Gallant Fox, won this race, being the first American to attain that 
victory since Foxhall. Thus, Flares is stamped with the distinction of being 
the best all age horse in the world; he is a stayer—a distance horse. The 
list of champion horses which Belair has sent out to competition in this 
country includes Gallant Fox, Omaha and Granville—and something may 
yet be heard of Fighting Fox.

So the production of good horses at Belair Stud is something 
that has been going on for a long time. It has been all the more successful 
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since one of America’s master students of blood-lines takes a great part in 
designing the pattern to be followed in the mating of his horses. It is known 
that the Chairman of the American Jockey Club has had an ambition to 
prove that so-called American half-breds are a pretty good sort of horses. 
This he has accomplished. One should go to Belair to study type and con- 
formation. He will carry away a picture of what the Thoroughbred should 
be.
